The Bleach Combination. 


In the month of May last, the organization of 
the Chemical Manufacturers was completed, and 
the combination, under the auspices and protec- 
tion of which the output of bleaching powder 
was to be reduced by 10 per cent., was formally 
inaugurated. 

Several influential firms first took the matter 
in hand, and acted so vigorously, that in a short 
time every firm making chloride of lime in 
England, France, and Germany was enrolled 
in the books of the association. An accountant 
was deputed to examine the trade accounts of 
every manufactory in the league, at regular in- 
tervals, in order to ascertain whether the restric- 
tion was properly carried out. A committee of 
acting members now sits periodically, when cor- 
respondence is read and the general business 
consequent on the formation of such a league is 
attended to. At the last of these sittings a pro- 
posal to still further reduce the production by 
5 per cent. was broached, but ite final settle- 
ment postponed. 

It will be known by many of our readers that 
a change has taken place in the manufacturing 
of bleaching powder. Until a very short time 
ago, the vast quantity of hydrochloric acid 
emanating from the employment of the cele- 
brated Leblanc process was employed in manu- 
facturing chloride of lime, but as a by-product 
only. Now bleach has become the chief object 
of manufacture, and soda the by-product. 

The Leblanc process, for so many years in 
flourishing existence, is being gradually given 
up, in favor of what is termed the ammonia pro- 
cess, by which no bleaching powder can be 
duced. Thus it is that some manufacturers still 
keep up the Leblanc system, but reverse its pro- 
cedure, as we have said, making soda the by- 
product and chloride of lime the chief end of 
their manufacture. 

The effective working of this combination may 
be illustrated by referring briefiy to a matter 
lately brought before the committee. It appears 
that a well-known firm having joined the associa- 
tion, at the first reduced their output by con- 
siderably more than the requisite 10 per cent., 
affecting the market, as was noted at the time, 
in a remarkable degree. The house referred to 
wished to increase their output now, to such an 
extent as would balance their excess of under- 
production before. Their request, however, on 
consideration, was refused. 

Several firms in the chemical manufacture 
stood out for some time, but ultimately yielded 
to the pressure brought upon them by the associa- 
tion. The Dublin and Wicklow Chemical Com- 
pany is the latest accession. 

Although the committee regulates the produc- 
tion, the selling price is left untouched ; the 
trade being left entirely to their own resources 
in this respect. It is easily conceivable, how- 
ever, that with overflowing orders, prices will 
rule as high as possible—the market rate being 
not that which the purchaser will give, but that 
at which the manufacturer will sell. If the prop- 
osition of a further reduction in output is car- 
ried into effect, the result is not easy to foresee, 
as the consumption now as evenly as possible 
balances the supply. A very large and increas- 
ing American inquiry exists in Liverpool, and 
the condition of affairs looks very serious. We 
are informed that several chemical merchants 
are losing considerable sums, through the in- 
credible advance in this commodity, having 
contracted for supplies during the current year.

A bright and well-known mechanic insists 
that on his swiftest moving journals he ob- 
tains the best results with cast iron on cast iron, 
and he is willing also to depend on an emery- 
ground fit. Another, perhaps equally authori- 
tative, says that for exceptionally high speeds, 
as 4,000 revolutions per minute, cast iron and 
cast iron are inadmissible, but he employs un- 
tempered steel and bard babbitt-metal well 
hammered into the box and then bored out. He 
tried hardened steel boxes and soft steel spindle 
for that speed, and found that the boxes cut so 
rapidly as soon to destroy the spindle as well as 
the boxes. For heavy weights and large jour- 
nals there appears to be nothing that gives bet- 
ter satisfaction than good babbitt boxes ham- 
mered solidly. Cast-iron boxes with wrougbt- 
iron or steel spindles have done well where the 
weight and speed are not excessive. All soft 
metal bearings, as babbitt or composition, ought 
to be protected from the grinding influences of 
dust, but cast iron, if kept well oiled, soon forms 
a glaze that is almost indestructible. Io all 
cases the journal should give space enough for a 
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film of oil, especially for high speeds under 
which it may become heated and slightly ex- 
panded. Many journals and boxes are injured 
by binding, the consequence of a too finical fit. 





Improved Paper Machine. 





The machine, of which an illustration is given, 
is designed for the production of carpet linings, 
but it is adapted for other purposes which will 
suggest themselves. 

Figure 1 presents a prospective view of the 
machine. Fig. 2 is a vertical transverse section, 
and Fig. 3 a design of the product of the ma- 
chine. 

In the drawings, A represents the body of the 
machine, B the exhaustion cylinder, and C the 
top roller. The cylinder is covered with wire 
netting in the usual manner, and journaled hori- 
zontally in the pulp box or body A, the body,

construction and arranged and 
used in the ordinary manner. 
Mounted horizontally on the body 
A, and standing at right angles to 
the axial line of the cylinder B, 
there is a shaft, D, carrying re- 
spectively at its outer ends the 
disk E and mitre gear G, the disk 
correspouding in diameter nearly 
with the width of the paper to be 
produced. A short horizontally 
arranged shaft, H, carrying a fast 
and loose pulley, J, at its outer end 
and a small mitre gear, K, at its 
inner end, is also mounted in the 
body A, the shaft H being arrang- 
ed at right angles to the shaft D, 


D there is also a disk, L, provided 
around its periphery with a series 
of spool-holding spindles, a, carry- 
ing the spools, m, the spools being 
secured on the spindles in any suit- 
able manner, so as to rotate freely. 
The disk E is provided around its 
periphery with a series of eyes or 
guides, d, corresponding in number 
and relative arrangement with the 
spools, m. 

An auxiliary roller, M, is dis- 
posed in the body A, preferably 
in such a position as to be slightly 
submerged in the pulp when the 
machine is in operation. This 
roller is arranged parallel with 
the cylinder B, against which it 
works and with which it co-oper- 
ates in making the paper. A spool, 
N, is placed near the disk L on 
either side of the body A (but one 
being shown), and from these spools the threads 
l are led into the machine over the roller M and 
imbedded in the pulp or paper in the same man- 
ner asthe threads g. The threads! are designed 
to strengthen the fabric longitudinallyjand pre- 
vent it from being torn on the edge, and one or 
more may be employed on either jside, as de- 
sired. 

It will be obvious that either of the threads g, 
when followed through its course, will be found 
to be laid over the other threads g as it crosses 
the fabric in one direction and under them as it 
crosses in the opposite direction, the rotation of 
the disks L E passing or laying the threads over 
each other in this manner. 

There is no limit to the employment of any 
special number of threads g, or to running the 
disks in unison ;with the cylinder, or in one di- 
rection only, as these may be varied without 
departing from the purpose of the inventiop ; 
and the edge threads, 1, may be omitted en- 
tirely ; or two or more may be used in place of 
one on either edge, if desired. 


In the use of this device the spools m are 
filled with the twine or thread to be used, the 
ends being carried through the guides d and in- 
serted between the roller M and cylinder B in 
such a manner as to be equidistant from each 
other and distributed nearly the entire length 
of theroller. Power is then applied to the pul- 
ley f on the shaft of the cylinder B, and also 
to the pulley J on the shaft H, the speed 
being such as to cause the disk L and cylin- 
der B to rotate in unison, or nearly so. As 
the disks L E rotate, the threads g from the 
spools m are drawn into or through the ma- 
chine between the roller M and cylinder B, 
and pressed into the film of pulp which is 
formed on the cylinder in the usual manner, 
thereby becoming imbedded in and forming a 
part of the strip of paper, ¢t. The rotation of 
the disks, L E, causes the threads g to cross 
each other at h, so that the threads are laid di- 
agonally across the strip or web of paper, t, as 
seen in Fig. 3, each thread crossing the web 
diagonally and being turned inwardly near its 
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edge, and recrossing it, as shown at 2 in Fig. 3, 
thereby greatly strengthening the fabric and 
affording a secure hold for tacks inserted in the 
bends a near the edge of the paper.

Parchment Paper. 


To make good parchment paper it is, above 
all, necessary to select good, unsized paper, free 
from foreign filling, made of pure vegetable 
pulp, and so dense that no pin-holes can be ob- 
served in it when it is held up to the light. It 
should be made of long-fibered material if pos- 
sible. 

If parchment paper can be made from an end- 
less roll, the resulting product will be much 
nicer, because it is kept on a gentle stretch the 
whole time that it passes the different parts of 
the machine, and is finally ironed and calen- 
dered. If the sheets are dipped singly, some

on a stretch while drying, as it will otherwise 
curl and twist, and will become very brittle, 
particularly at the ridges of the curls. 

When made on the large scale, paper wound 
on a roll is drawn first through sulphuric acid, 
prepared by mixing 2 volumes of concentrated 
sulphuric acid with 1 volume of water, and al- 
lowing to cool (according to others, the propor- 
tions are 1,000 parts of sulphuric acid to 125 [or 
more] parts of water)—where it remains from 5 
to 530 seconds, according to the thickness. It is 
then immediately drawn through water, next 
through dilute ammonia, then again through 
plenty of water, and finally passed between 
heated rollers, where it is dried. 

In place of sulphuric acid, phosphoric acid 
has been employed with success; also a syrupy 
solution of chloride of zinc, free from excess of 
acid and heated to between 50° and 100° C. 

It has been recommended to saturate the paper 
with alum before drawing it through the sul- 
phuric acid. This has been found to render it 
less liable to be made rotten by the acid. The 
latter acts more on the surface and the paper 
loses neither its flexibility nor its transparency. 

During the treatment with acid, the surface of 
the paper is converted into a sticky form of dex- 
trine. It is, therefore, easy to prepare thick 
pasteboards by piling a number of layers on top 
of each other. 

Artificial parchment or parchment paper has 
also been called papyrin and membranoid.

American Machinery Aiding In- 
dustries. 


It is simply justice to the liberal and spirit- 
ed makers of machinery of the United States 
to accredit them with a large share of the 
impulse recently given to the extension of all 
the industries that are now lifting the whole 
country to a position of unprecedented pros- 
perity. In the prosecution of their business, in 
the enlightened and energetic manner charac- 
teristic of them, they are often the founders 
and always the chief supporters of the large 
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industriel exhibitions that have done so much 
to arouse public spirit and direct public atten- 
tion to the value of industrial pursuits. The 
greatest of these in immediate influence since 
the Centennial have been those of Atlanta in 
1881 and Louisville in 1883, and the influence of 
the machinery exhibits in both cases was the 
leading one, both asa matter of immediate in- 
terest and as an influence on the country or the 
section represented. 

Few of those whose attention has in a general 
way been given to the subject, are aware how 
great the advance has been in all classes of ma- 
chinery in the United States in recent years. 
No department of industry is unrepresented, 
and none is behind the age as measured by the 
advancement of any other country. We are 
supplying much machinery to Europe, and still 
more in proportion to the less-advanced coun- 
tries in other parts of the world ; and through 


is more than anything else decisive 
in bringing about such assimila- 
tion as will make commerce with 
them mutually beneficial. This is 
the way to attach Mexico to us, 
and to develop its enormous natural 
wealth without political convulsion 
or commercial exhaustion. 

The textile industries have nade 
very great advances, and, in fact, 
have attained their triumphs over 
Old World competition through 
the aid of our own new machin- 
ery. By the side of the mill own- 
er who began his struggles with 
but an imperfect knowledge of the 
difficulties be was to encounter, the 


proved appliances for almost every 
process. In every mill now in 
operation, machinery can be found 
which is indispensable to the suc- 
cess the proprietor has attained, 
and is the recent invention of some 
builder of machinery here. We 
have excellent machinery brought 
here from other countries; yet very 
little time elapses before some posi- 
tive improvement is originated and 
put into operation here, and when 
the intelligent mill owner decides 
to undertake any industry he may 
be certain that American machin- 
ery can be found that will carry 
him safely through it, if handled 
with skill. 

We repeat that itis a most in- 
structive lesson to study the ma- 
chinery illustrations of the indus- 
trial journals, and to see by what 
methods the utilization of power and the manip- 
ulation of materials are actually effected. For 
one point, there are no longer any concealments 
of the details in any description of machinery, 
and the illustrations so freely given really tell 
the whole story of methods and successes. The 
work done by them can be intelligently esti- 
mated, and can be seen to deserve the confi- 
dence claimed for it. This is a vast improve- 
ment on former methods, since an intending 
purchaser can practically compare many forms 
of possible machines adapted to bis work, with 
only the labor of studying their exhibits in these 
illustrations. His choice is at least greatly fa- 
cilitated, and he can decide many preliminary 
questions, if about to build an extensive mill, at ' 
a tenth part of the cost, both in time and money, 
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that he would have incurred some years ago.—

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The Water Gauge. 


Probably the most reliable of all the different 
forms of apparatus that have been devised for 
showing the height of water in steam boilers is 
the ordinary gauge-cock, properly located and 
kept clean, says the Locomotive, The glass 
gauge is a valuable adjunct in the hands of a 
careful man, but as ordinarily constructed is 
very apt to become stopped up, unless the water 
is morethan ordinarily pure, and then, if too 
much reliance is placed upon it, its indications 
are not only useless, but absolutely danger- 
ous. Many accidents that have occurred have 
undoubtedly been due to the passages to the 
glass having become filled up with sediment, so | 





that the water-level indicated by the glass was | 
not that of the water in the boiler. 
When a glass water-gauge is used, more espe- 
cially when it is placed with the gauge-cocks 
on a column, or “combination” as it is usually 
called, it should be thoroughly blown out at least 
three times every day. Merely opening the drip- 
cock at the botfom of the glass connection for 
a few seconds is not enough. Remember that 
there are two passages to the glass, both of 



























which must be kept clean to give the glass any 
value as a water-guage, When the glass is to 
be blown out, close the stop-valve at its upper 


end, and blow out the water passage at the 


lower end, then close the stop-valve at lower 
end, and blow out the steam connections. 
When you have blown out the glass sufficiently, 


don’t forget to open both valves and leave them 
open. 


With a gauge-cock it is different. The very 
act of “trying” them assists in keeping them 
clean. The best way to connect them to a 
boiler isto run each one separately into the 
boiler straight through the front head. No 
bends in the pipe should be admitted. If the 
pipes are straight they may be easily cleaned by 
running a wire through them, even when steam 
is on the boiler. The connections should be of 
good size, not less than %{-inch pipe being used. 

When the cocks are placed om a column or 
combination the pipes connecting this with the 
boiler should never be less than 1 inch in 
diameter. They are usually made one-half or 
three-fourths of an inch, Where bends occur in 
these pipes, tees or crosses should be used in- 
stead of elbows. Then by simply removing the 
plugs from the tees the pipes may be easily 
cleaned out without disconnecting them from the 
boiler. A 4¢-inch pipe should be run from 
lower end of water column into the ash-pit. 
This pipe should be provided with avalve, by 
opening which the apparatus may be blown oat 
once or twice daily. 

When gauge-cocks become worn so that they 
begin to leak, it is very poor policy to continue 
them in use. They should be at once repaired 
or new ones substituted. When it becomes im- 
possible for an engineer or Sromen to close 
after “trying” the.’ i 3 
try it only when he is obliged to, very natar- 
ally too. The possible risk thus imeurred of let- 
ting the water get low in the boiler, is one that 
no steam-user can afford to take.

Paper Tea Boxes. 


Paper tea boxes have been repeatedly sug- 
gested by us, in the full belief that they are 
feasible. The only difficulties are to make the 
pieces so that they can be brought closely to- 
gether and be water-proof. Varnish or lacquer 
could be used on the outsides. The writer on 
tea in the Indigo Planters’ Gazette has taken up 
the idea strongly, thus: “It does not matter 
much how the tare differs so long as the net 
weight is correct; but we consider it is just as 
essential as ever for our planter friends to try 
and improve upon the old boxes, and to bear in 
mind that although the difficulty has disap- 
peared about even weights in the actual boxes, 
yet a neatly got up package will often 
attract attention where a heavy clumsy 
package would probably only be noticed 
in a disparaging way. The subject of neat 
boxes must carefully be kept before the 
public, and dinned into its ears until someone 
comes to the rescue with a good patent, and, to 
insure its success, acheap one. If tyres for rail- 
way carriages and wagons can be mads out of 
paper, which we understand they can, then why 
cannot a tea box be made out of it, and lined 
with lead paper, which would possess advan- 
tages over everything else in its cheapness, uni- 
formity of size, and even tares. The outsides, 
too, could be covered with pictures in the same 
way as the Chinese boxes are with characters of 
one kind and another. The lining with lead 
paper would no doubt be quite sufficient to pro- 
tect the tea from damp, &c., and no question 
could arise regarding the corrosion of the tea 
lead that takes place when some kinds of wood 
are used, and, of course, the deterioration of 
the tea in consequence.” We do not see why 
paper tea boxes should not be manufac- 
tured. Of course, the pieces would have to be 
made so as to pack conveniently for freight and 
to fit well into each other, The article goes on : 
‘**One word more before we quit the subject of 
boxes, and that is that many planters have a 
habit of marking their boxes on both ends, 
which no doubt they may think adds to the ap- 
pearance, They do not fora moment consider 
how it adds to the difficulties in the custom- 
house, We recommend them only to mark on 
one end, and this mark should contain all the 
information, from the number to the net weight. 
If this is done, they could scarcely believe how 
it would facilitate deliveries in London.”—Tropi-

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Boston Notes.

What little business there is doing now among 
jobbers can be done without much worry, either 
to body or mind. Trade is very quiet, but there 
is no disposition to grumble, as this dullness is 
incidental to the holidays. Mills are reported 
as working right along, endeavoring to catch 
up on their orders, 

Paper stocks have experienced no change. No 
special movements are noted, but the outlook for 
the new year is very good. As yet there is no 
stocking up, and former prices continue to rule, 
although the outlook for jute stocks is better 
this week than for some time past. 

The fire on board the steamship Otranto, lying 
at a South Boston dock, on last Friday, had a 
tendency to reduce the supply of paper stock a 
little. Among the cargo were some 2,000 bales 
of paper stock, valued at about $30,000, but just 
what the damage is has not yet been stated. 
Most of the Boston consignments were landed, 
and the loss falls upon New York firms. The 
steamer was bound for New York via Boston, 
but she will hardly reach that port for several 
days yet. The damage to the steamer is thought 
to be not over $2,000. Her cargo was mostly 
paper stock to order, and the logs may possibly 
affect prices a little in some lines. 

In domestic stocks dealers report that the bot- 
tom has dropped out. Figures are so low that 
street pedlars are becoming scarce—no profit in 
gathering rags. Dealerssay that such quanti- 
ties of foreign rags come into the market that 
the supply of domestic rags does not in any way 
affect prices. A preference is given to im- 
ported stocks, and they govern the market in 
domestic supplies. The home supply is good, but 
the mills’ demands are very light. The low 
price of paper keeps the rag market down, and 
unless some advance is made in the mills’ pro- 
duct, dealers fear that low figures will continue 
for some time to come. Thos. Butler & Co., who 
were interviewed on this subject, handle im- 
mense quantities of domestic stock, but the mar- 
gin of profits, they claim, hardly justifies the 
labor and time put into the business. The 
foreign trade, I am informed, is better organ- 
ized. Rag dealers are classed as merchants ; or 
rather, a line of merchants are engaged in col- 
lecting and shipping this stock. Being possessed 
of ample funds and spacious warerooms, they 
can hold stocks, and by concerted action keep 
prices on the profits side. 

Dropping into the warerooms of the Union 
Stone Company, the other day, I had a chance 
to investigate the merits of the automatic knife- 
grinder, as two of them were being prepared for 
shipment—one to a New England paper mill and 
the other toa mill out West. Some idea of the 
value of the automatic knife-grinders may be 
had when it is stated that over 5,000 are in use 
throughout the country, many of them in paper 
mills and in large book binderies. In factories 
where long knives and shears are used which re- 
quire proper grinding this machine is indispen- 
sable. It is practically automatic, and when the 
knife is properly adjusted and the machine set 
in motion, no further attention is needed from 
the attendant. The machine takes care of itself 
and the knife too, grinding it with accuracy and 
giving a perfectly straight edge. It is the most 
successful machine made by the company, and 
one that gives perfect satisfaction wherever 
placed. 

The disastrous conflagration of last Saturday 
totally destroyed the stock and machinery of 
the Standard Paper Bag Company, which con- 
cern occupied the lower floor and the two upper 


orders are coming in unsolicited. One promi- 
nent manufacturer told me, the other day, that 
he had been in New York but twice since March, 
and had not visited Boston for two years. 
More paper was produced during October and 
November than during any previous two 
months in the history of the city and it 
all found a ready market. There are very 
few mills that have a pound of paper on 
hand unless it be a few reams left over 
from some special order. The manufac- 
turers all take their annual account of stock 
this month and they are buying as Jittle as pos- 
sible till that is finished, but stock-drummers 
areas plenty as ever, although no large sales are 
reported. All are pleased with the manner in 
which business has kept up during the fall, and 
if prices were more to their liking they would 
have little to complainof. The large number of 
new publications to be issued before January 1, 
and with the Presidential campaign near at 
hand, when a large quantity of paper is con- 
sumed, leads paper makers to suppose that busi- 
ness will be good for some time to come. 

There is one thing that may interfere with 
business locally, and that is a scarcity of water. 
At present there is enough to run all of the mills 
with some to spare, but, should the customary 
‘cold snap” come now it would not take long 
to exhaust the supply. We need some soaking 
rains before winter closes in on us, and unless 
we get them I am afraid that there will be 
trouble. There is no snow on the ground north 
of us, and no ice to melt, and in case of an 
emergency there is nothing to draw on. Should 
the mills be obliged to go on half time during 
the winter it would reduce the product and 
prices would advance. 

I had occasion to visit the Holyoke Papeterie 
Works, a few days ago, and I was surprised to 
see how the business had grown since coming 
into the hands of Abbe & Tyner. . The business 
was inaugurated by J. D. Whitmore & Co. a 
year or more ago, and was shortly after pur- 
chased by Abbe & Tyner, who are also the head 
and front of the Holyoke Envelope Company. 
They occupy an entire floor, 300 by 90 feet for 
the papeterie business, in the Holyoke Water- 
Power Company’s Cabot street building. The 
business is managed by J. F. Hitchcock, who is 
thoroughly versed in the ins and outs of the 
trade. The number of hands employed is 
twenty-five, and this force can be doubled if 
found necessary. Although this is the dull sea- 
son, the company has orders enough on hand 
to last till Christmas. For the fall trade 450 
styles are shown in boxes of all shapes and 
sizes, covered with plush, silk, satin, and fancy 
papers. The paper used in filling the boxes 
embraces 75 sizes and weights, and the en- 
velopes are made in the same building. The 
company is busy preparing for the spring trade, 
and it expects to place about 250 styles on the 
market. The boxes cost Jess for the spring trade 
and are less elaborate, which accounts for the 
difference in the price. The company makes its 
own boxes, and a large line of plushes, velvets, 
satins, silks, fancy papers, and borders is car- 
ried, three hands being constantly employed 
making sample boxes. For a young concern 
this company is making an excellent record. 

D. M. Dickinson, of Norwich, Conn., is to take 
charge of the Excelsior Paper Mill oo January 
1. The mill is in charge of J. E. Clark, of the 
Dickinson & Clark Paper Company, at present, 
and is producing four tons a day of book paper, 
A 35 horse-power engine, new stuff chest, and a 
system of cone pulleys has recently been intro- 
duced to enable the mill to be run independent 
of water, especially on night-work. 

Henry E. McElwain, secretary of the Nona- 
tuck Paper Company, was married on Tuesday 
at Hartford, Vt., to Belle Hazen, of the latter 
place. Mrs. McElwain is a sister to Mrs. W. H. 
Heywood, whose husband is treasurer of the 
Nonotuck Paper Company.

ed in advertising this way is practically wasted. 

Now, a good trade journal, published directly 
in their interest, goes directly to the class of 
trade they wish to influence. 

If a hundred men of polite address, of fluent 
speech and ready wit, were to call, weekly or 
monthly, each upon a hundred others and get 
the attention of each long enough to say John 
Smith bas made a great improvement in such 
and such a machine, or that Jones or Brown, at 
such a place, have a complete and full line of 
wood-working machinery, we will readily con- 
cede that the services of this one hundred men 
would be of great service to Smith and Jones, 
and great advantage to the party to whom the 
statement was made. The hundred men could 
not be employed to go from place to place—some 
small and distant pleces—and make this state- 
ment to five or ten thousand people, at less than 
a cost of several thousand dollars each trip. All 
this is done by the trade newspaper, at a cost of 
a few bundreds at the most, and the visits are 
made weekly or monthly, as the case may be. 
The messenger who travels addresses him- 
self to the ear, and takes the party ad- 
dressed when he may have bis thoughts ab- 
sorbed in business or other matters; but the 
trade newspaper reaches the party sought 
through the eye when the reader has his 
thoughts solely fixed upon the paper before him. 
But those who affect to believe that there is lit- 
tle use in advertising urge, as an objection, 
that advertisements are not read. They can 
easily be convinced of their error in this respect 
by making inquiry. Let them insert an adver- 
tisement, offering to purchase some article that 
is tolerably plenty in the market, and they will 
be flooded with offers to sell before the ink of 
the advertisement is dry. An enterprising 
trade newspaper, with an extensive cir- 
culation, is in a position to do the ad- 
vertiser great good. In its sphere, the trade 
newspaper is worth a dozen New York Heralds 
or Tribunes, with their circulation of hundreds 
of thousands, to an advertiser in whose 
interest the trade journal is published. A man’s 
sign offers a mute invitation to those only who 
pass his place of business; his circulars can only 
reach those to whom particular attention is 
given; but his advertisement in a trade news- 
paper goes into the highways and byways, find- 
ing customers and compelling them to consider 
his argument. : ; 

Advertisers sometimes say: “* Well, I cannot 
afford a large advertisement, and a small one 
won’t do me any good.” Now, our advice is: 
Don’t be afraid to have a small advertisement 
by the side of a larger competing one. The big 
one can’t eat it up.—Journal of Progress.

AMONG the bills introduced i in Congress 
is one providing for proceedings in bank- 
ruptcy, the relief of creditors and the pro- 
tection of debtors. In short, it is a general 
bankrupt law. This is not the Lowell bill 
of which so much has been said. 





OPPOSITION to every proposition for a 
general bankrupt law may be expected. 
Its character may be foreshadowed from 
remarks which have appeared in various 
journals. This opposition, in general 
terms, will come from two sources, the 
first, of course, being that by no means 
small part of the community which thinks 
it to be a matter of good business to pay as 
little as possible of what they owe and to 
**beat” confiding creditors at every oppor- 
tunity. Another objection comes from 
those who, having great confidence in their 
own business acumen, believe that they can 
always be sharp enough to anticipate other 
creditors and make good their claims, even 
if all others—thge debtor included—are left 
to regret the situation.

upon notice that the penalty of the bond is 
not adequate or that the sureties are not 
responsible. We are glad to observe that 
there is an expressed intention to prevent 
creditors from harassing debtors. A 
little more of this is wanted, for while 
every safeguard should be thrown around 
the collection of honest dues, like con- 
sideration should be shown for those who 
have dealt honestly with their creditors 
and deserve to be accorded the chance to 


retrieve their fortune and begin anew. 





ANOTHER section of the bill provides that 
in no case shall the amount expended ex- 
ceed $1,000 in value, anything in the 
statute of any State to the contrary not- 
withstanding. The bill also prohibits 
any creditor from voting for an assignee 
is related to the bankrupt, nor 
of such relatives be 


who 
shall the claims 
counted in determining the amount or 
number necessary to a choice of an as- 
signee. Still another section provides that 
no assignee shall retain in his possession 
more than $:50 under a penalty of 20 per 
cent. interest on all sums in excess of that 
sum. Any person proving a false or fic- 
titious debt shall be liable to imprisonment 


for two years, and shall also forfeit three 


times the amount so proved for,the benefit 
of the State. These are all wise provi- 
sions, and would, if enforced, dispose of 
family claims, which have so often 
been effective in disposing of the assets, 
and have almost invariably left behind 
them the suspicion of collusion and fraud. 
Another good feature is that which pro- 
poses to do away with the ‘‘ten ceats on 
the dollar” compositions, although it may 
be better to give the creditors some latitude 
in this respect, it being proposed that no 
composition shall be allowed unless the 
debtor is able to pay thirty cents on the 
dollar. The penalty for fraudulent bank- 
ruptcy is suggested by a clause which 
declares that any person who, in con- 
templation of bankruptcy, purchases any 
goods or chattels which have been pur- 
chased on credit and which remain unpaid 
for shall be punished by imprisonment 
for not more than three years. Informa- 
tion on these different features of the bill 
is derived from Washington dispatches, 
and complete knowledge of the pro- 
posed law is necessary before we can 
convey our opinion of its merits as a 
whole, bnt should these prove gener- 
ally to be as well established as those 
noted there is little doubt that its 
general provisions will meet with public 
approval. A convention of commercial 
organizations is to meet next month and it 
is understood that this body will be likely 
to urge upon Congress the passage of a 
bankrupt law. Whether the pending act 
or some other should become a law is 
a conclusion which devolves largely upon 
the commercial organizations to decide, 
and, upon their suggestion, good judgment 
and earnest effort a great deal depends. 











The Wochenblatt has avery sensible edi- 
torial on the subject of low prices for pa- 
per in Germany and the many complaints 
heard at every meeting of paper-makers.

Is this 
all humbug, or are the manvfacturers’ claims 
valid? What is it that they put into their paper 
pulp that makes it vermin and moth proof? If 
you do not know, perhaps some of your corre- 
spondents can tell. Perbaps ‘‘Dandy” has a 
little technical knowledge on this branch, and if 
he has, I trust that he will ‘‘ unravel” himself 
and expand on the subject, as the undersigned 
would appreciate full details of how it is done 
and what is used in making it ; also, the kind 
and proportion of stock used, L. 

(Generally, paper is ‘‘moth-proof,” but 
our correspondent evidently refers to a car- 
pet lining which is intended to prevent 
moths from infesting carpets. We believe 
that one or more patents have been granted 
for a carpet paper of thiskind, Some linings 
are impregnated with tar or with carbolic 
acid and the like. Moths seem tv be sensi- 
tive to coarse odors, We believe that cedar 
pulp is to be, or has been, used for this pur- 
pose.—Eb. ]

The Siphon. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

In Vol. 12, No, 49, of Taz JOURNAL, there ap- 
peared a communication from Wn. F. Howard, 
giving a statement of what he knew about the 
sipbon, all of which seems to be correct. Still, 
there remains a little nore to be told before the 
history of the siphon is complete. I am in- 
formed by parties who seem to know, that the 
sipbon, as used in suction-boxes, was discovered 
by accident. A machine tender, whose name I 
cannot remember at present, was tending a 
machine at Dorchester or Newton Falls, Mass., 
when the pipe leading from the suction. box to 
the pump broke or in some way or other got dis- 
connected, and as the pipe lay in a box, which 
was filled with water, the suction-box sustained 
no injury from the break in the pipe, as the 
vacuum kept working along nicely without the 
pump. The machine tender, after viewing the 
apparatus for some time, came to the conclusion 
that the pump could be dispensed with, and in 
this way the siphon was discovered, This bap- 
pened in the year 1846, and the machine tender 
was so much tickled at the discovery that he 














went to Goddard & Rice’s machine shop at 
Worcester, Mass., and they gave hima small 
amount of money for the right to put the siphon 
on their machines. If Joseph Hamer, who was 
killed when the Du Pont’s Paper Mill at Louis- 
ville, Ky., was burned down inthe year 1852, 
was living, we would have more light on this af- 
fair; but perbaps others of your readers can 
furnish items on the same subject.

Two Claims. 
MANAYUNK, Pa., December 7, 1883. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 
I have seen in THE JOURNAL some discussion 
as to the dates and places given in a former 
communication. I can prove every place and 
date mentioned, by men who worked with me 
at these times and places. Also that I was the 
first and sole inventor of the suction-box, and 
put the first suction-box under a Fourdrinier 
wire at the Handforth Paper Mills, Cheshire, 
England. 
I served my apprenticeship with Edward Col- 
lins, Dalmuir, Scotland, at hand and machine 
papers. I went to England in 1832 and com- 
menced work on the machine at the Handforth 
Mills, where I invented an: applied the suction- 
box, as explained in my former letter. In 1839 
I went to Scotland, where I tended machine five 
and managed five years for John Craig at Air- 
drie. William and George Bertram put in a 
suction-box. The vacuum was got with three 
single-action pumps, driven by three cranks on 
one shaft. The box was open on top ; the edges 
were covered with leather. 
‘** Pen” wishes some of my experience on cy!- 
inder machines. I put up the first for Robert- 
son, of Midcalder, Scotland. I had to get the 
vat and making cylinder, headed and close at 
both ends, doing away with the friction of col- 
lars, There was no loss of pulp ; the cylinder 
bars were of wood. I got four months’ time 
from John Craig to put this and another ma- 
chine up when I engaged with John McDonald, 
of Dublin, and took charge of his mill. 
There were two millwrights, James Batters 
and Thomas Boothman, who bought the Tal- 
laght Mill and put in a cylinder machine. The 
cylinder was of wood, close at both ends, dis- 
charging through the shaft. I claim this make 
of cylinder, as well as the suction-box. Batters 
and Boothman had one drying cylinder, nine 
feet in diameter, one press-roll at the bottom 
centre of the dryer, with levers, screws and 
springs. This was a good machine for making 
light papers, with good surface on one side and 
the other rough. GrorGeE HILL. 


A Disputed Invention. 
To the Editor of The Journal : 
I notice in last week’s issue a proposed new (f) 
digesting boiler. Allow me to call your atten- 
tion to the fact that it is neither new, nor as 
useful as its inventor claims it to be, as I will 
explain. 

In 1868 or °69—I cannot now recollect which— 
I saw a boiler constructed on the very same 
principle and same pattern, in use, which was 
thrown out and an ordinary digester put in its 
place. The objection to it was, the unhandi- 
in repairing it. If one rivet leaked the 
whole outer jacket had to be removed in order 
to fix it; this entailed enormous expense. The 
first cost of the boiler was great enough aside 
from the expense of repairing. 
As for the advantage over ordinary digesters 
in the fact of not needing as much calking, 
&c., why, that is all bosh. I have digesters that 
have been working steadily for three years that 
have not been touched by a boiler-maker, and 
they are as tight as a bottle. The party who 
made them, made them right. They have not 
been subjected to a variation of temperature of 
from 150° to 320° Fabr., as your article sete 
forth. That can be overcome without putting 
on an expensive outer jacket. 
As for the pipe G, circulating the liquor from 
the bottom to the top of the digester, why— 
well, it will not do it without the aid of a pump, 
and the use of a pump would be infringing on a 
patent which was illustrated in your paper 
some time ago, owned, I believe, by a man 
named Nixon. 
To conclude, I would say if anyone wants to 
put in a digester, let bim have it made in a shop 
where the rivet holes are made right, so that 
the plates will not have to be stretched. Have 
it covered with asbestos, and constructed in 
such a manner that it will not need to be washed 
out after each discharge, thereby cooling it. If 
anyone does this his boiler will not only be 
cheaper than the jacketed one, but will outlast 
it considerably, and when it needs repairing it 
can be done at one fifth the cost of repairing the 
one with a jacket on it. ALKALL 
[Notge.—The patentee of the boiler re- 
ferred to and described last week desires to 
amend our description where it reads, 
‘*The illustration shows the design of a 
boiler which is said to overcome all of these 
difficulties, and which will operate for sev- 
eral months perfectly tight, not leaking at 
all.” He remarks that in the specification 
of his patent he says: ‘* By my invention 
I overcome all these difficulties, and have 
constructed and successfully operated for 
several months wood digesters that are per- 
fectly tight, not leaking at all.” He further 
adds: ‘‘ There is no reason why my digester 
should ever leak, as the pressure of the di- 
gesting liquors at the seams is balanced by 
the steam-pressure in the jacket, so that 
there is no greater pressure or strain at the 
seams than there is at the seams of an open 
tub when boiling without pressure.”—Eb. ]

We see no 
reason why the present prices should not con- 
tinue all winter, as there is no necessity for a 
lower range and the coal is worth the price. 
Trade in the interior seems to be in better shape 
than at tide, for there the amount received is 
not beyond the requirements and prices rule 
steady, as a natural sequence, With all the re- 
ports of dullness in other lines of business, the 
coal operators and dealers from beginning to 
end, have no cause for complaint at the state of 
trade in 1883. Bituminous coal is in the same 
condition so frequently reported, and there is 
no feature of interest in this branch of the trade, 
apart from the continued large production.

Prices have been gener- 
ally steady during the week, but as dealers are also 
inclined to close up the year with small stocks, there 
is a probability of cutting. The jute-butt market is 
very quiet, but we hear of some small sales of paper 
quality butts at %gc. Bagging quality is quiet at 
zac. There has been no change in Calcutta prices. 
The shipments for November amounted to 40,000 
bales, and the December shipments will, it is esti- 
mated, be nearly as large. The stocks here are 
large and the market is showing evidence of weak- 
ness. Holders show a much greater willingness to 
sell than three weeks ago and are asking 2c.

H. P. Eldridge, New York, has devised a neat 
little testing machine for paper. It takes a slip 
about an inch wide. A gripper attached toa 
well-made spring-balance which is fixed hori- 
zontally receives one end of the strip, a thumb- 
screw being used for tightening the grip. The 
other end of the paper is then passed to a roller 
at the Other extremity of the machine, one turn 
of which suffices to bind the paper. A small 
toothed wheel intermeshing with the gears on 
the roller which holds the paper is actuated by 
means of a handle and by winding up on the 
roller that portion of the paper intermediate to 
the holding devices takes the strain. The ma- 
chine is about four inches wide by two anda 
half feet long. Astrip of Byron Weston’s 28-ib. 
demy, one inch wide, took a strain of 46 lbs. on 
this machine.
